Th» Russian authorities frequently put so much pressure oa atfcos ye for 
the defense that lawyers now find It healthier to steer clear of uases in- 
volving Russian Interests. This is especially so in Mecklenburg Judges, 
too, find it difficult to exercise their calling and frequently andon the 
bench to resume ordinary legal practices. Thus, with many expei ced 
judges disqualified by denazification regulations, and others let /lag la 
disgust, the bench In the Russian Zone la gradually becoming filled with 
untrained amateurs. 
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
